WARPLANE OUTPUT 


Army and Navy May Obtain 
5,500 a Year by ‘Farming 
Out’ Designs. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(P)— 
The American aircraft industry 
Can produce 5,500 warplanes a 
year——more than doubling the cur- 
rent output—with the present fac- 
tory space, Leighton W. Rogers, 
president of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce, said in a 
statement made public tonight.

FOR DEFENSE, ONLY 
The President’s special message to congress, 
asking appropriations and authorization for the 
spending of $525,000,000 to strengthen the arm- 
ed defenses of the nation, will appeal to all 


obscure publication, a hope which |- 
causes their editors to court legal 
reprisals, and, finally, the victim 
of the wrong usually doesn’t want 
to waste his time for no cash re- 


reasonable men as both essential and conserva- 
tive. 

As he said in the introductory paragraphs of 
the message, it would be equally sensational 
and untrue to advocate immediate spending of 
billions for this purpose, as it would be to de- 
clare that present defenses of the nation are 
adequate, in the face of the world situation. 

It is but alarmists who see any immediate 
threat of attack against the United States by 
any foreign foe, yet it is blind and wishful 
thinkers who believe that this country can ig- 
nore the probability that, some day, it will have 
to resort to the force of arms to preserve its 
freedom and to keep alive the high ideals of 
human liberty which are the inspiration of its 
government. 

This being true it is rudimentary wisdom 
to observe the changes in the factors of war 
which have come so rapidly in recent years. AS 
the President correctly pointed out, during the 
participation of the United States in the World 
War, the British and the French formed a 
shield for us, against attack, for more than 
twelve months while we prepared the men and 
the weapons for battle. Even then, as he states, 
we had to depend upon our allies for many 
essentials of warfare, including artillery. 

Today the development of the airplane has 
made impossible such a defense, by allies, to 
give us time for preparation. Even were those 
allies as powerful today as they were then. 
Which they are not. 

The essential defenses for key positions, 
for vulnerable spots in our national armor must 
be created and must be ready for immediate 
service at any time. 

The details of the presidential message ap- 
pear to be wisely thought out. The providing 
of 3,000 additional airplanes for the army is 
but a minimum requirement. The training of 
20,000 competent civilian pilots, ready for quick 
transition into war pilots in emergency, is but 
simple forethought. Increased defenses for 
that vital strategic link, the Panama Canal, are 
so necessary as to be obvious to a child. 

Congress should, and undoubtedly will, ap- 
prove the program as promptly as _ possible. 
Those who oppose will do so from blind fanati- 
cism, from reckless willingness to expose the 
country to unnecessary peril merely to pander 
to theories that have no proper place save in 
the sand-covered head of an ostrich. 

If such a reasonable program should be de- 
feated, those who defeat it will live forever 
after with a sanguinary shadow upon their 
souls. It will be the prophetic stain of the blood 
of young Americans of the future, slain because 
forced to face a well-armed enemy with 
weapons as inadequate, comparatively, as the 
arrows of the primitive’ savage against the 
bombing planes of today. 


LIBRARY FOR THE BLIND 

Two and one-half years ago a group of 
thoughtful citizens of Atlanta established the 
Kriegshaber Memorial Library for the Blind. It 
was a memorial to Victor H. Kriegshaber who, 
during his lifetime, had taken a special inter- 
est in aiding physically handicapped individ- 
uals. 

The project embraced a Braille library, work 
shops, handicraft classes, recreation rooms and, 
eventually, a permanent structure in which 
they could be adequately housed. It was to be, 
in one of its phases, a center where the blind 
could meet their sighted friends to keep in 
touch with the happenings of the times. 

The library was started with 2,500 Braille 
volumes. A librarian and assistant were put 
in charge. The work was housed in the vid 
Hebrew orphan home, given rent free for the 
purpose. Last fall, unfortunately for the li- 
brary, the building was sold. A temporary 
home was thereupon rented at 306 Cooper 
street. It is there that the library is now 
housed. 

Happily for the blind, the library has grown 
to more than 16,000 volumes, with several hun- 
dred talking machine books and records. A 
staff of five is now engaged in attending to the 
work. But the building, of course, is totally 
inadequate to meet present needs, let alone al- 
Iowing for growth which, in the case ef such a 
worthy institution, 1s constantly taking place. 

The library is now valued at $100.000. The 
cost of the needed building, fireproof, modern

in any degree, for the playing of politics. 

The situation, too, is primarily a matter of 
public interest and whatever decisions are 
reached must be arrived at openly. There must 
be no suspicion of secret, or ‘“back-room poli- 
tics” in the discussion of the problem. 

Arguments have been made that the county 
lacks legal authority to raise special taxes for 
part, at least, of the relief needs. There is 
some doubt, however, that these arguments are 
conclusive: In so far as known the issue raised 
has never been definitely decided by the courts 
and, in such circumstances, the plea, therefore, 
can only be regarded as special pleadings of 
counsel retained for one side of the issue. 

Certainly, whether special taxes for the pur- 
pose are necessary or not, whether they may be 
legally imposed or not, the county must make 
provision in some manner. There is no item 
on the budget for the year, to be drawn up 
shortly, of more vital importance to the citizens. 

The question of relief is a direct issue of 
life or death for hundreds of citizens. Simple 
humanity dictates that provision for these un- 
fortunate ones must be made before the budget 
is adopted for the year. 

And, on a matter of such import, the public 
is entitled to full knowledge. Public hearing, 
as requested, should be granted without quibble. 
No technicalities, no subterfuges, no political 
considerations must be allowed to bring un- 
necessary hunger and suffering to any of the 
people of Fulton county.

SUBSIDY CONTINUES 


(From The Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 

The silver polciy under which this nation has 
bought hundreds of millions of ounces of silver 
at deflated prices in the last five years will not 
be changed by executive order. In one of his last 
official acts of 1938, President Roosevelt extended 
for six months the terms of the existing silver 
purchase agreement under which the government 
takes all domestically produced silver at a price 
roughly 50 per cent above that of the open market. 

When the silver-buying policy was initiated 
late in 1933 it was ostensibly for the purpose of 
expanding the currency and extending the base of 
the credit system as a means of reversing the 
spiral of deflation and lifting the price level. Sub- 
sequently the policy was defended on the ground 
that it would be helpful in stimulating the de- 
mand for American products in the Orient where 
silver was widely employed for monetary pur- 
poses. 

Now that the silver policy has failed from the 
point of view both of raising prices and increas- 
ing exports, it is fairly apparent that the real] 
purpose behind government buying of silver had 
not been fully disclosed. The purchase.of great 
quantities ef silver by the government over all 
these years was primarily for the purpose of sub- 
sidizing a minor industry to the end, it would 
appear, that the votes of the silver-producing 
states in congress, particularly in the senate. 
would thereby be enlisted in behalf of New Deal 
policies and reforms. 

Here also probably will be found the answer 
to the question of why the policy of subsidizing 
silver was extended by the President for another 
six months.

There are, in most any county, some children, or at least a child, 
who was unable to pay and could not be admitted to Warm Springs. 
This fact arouses hostility. It ought to be understood that Warm 
Springs is not merely a Georgia hospital. It is a general hospital. 
About 45 per cent of its patients are nonpay or part-pay patients. 

Yet it ought to be understood there is a long waiting list. The 
hospital can care for about 100 patients: No more. There isn’t 
room. It is now endowed. It must have money to exist. It can- 
not take all nonpay patients no matter how pitiful or hopeless the 
financial condition of the child may be. It is a matter of room. It 
is a small hospital. Treatment is most expensive. 


All these factors ought to be understood by the people interested. 
It is most unfortunate to have misunderstanding. 


THE REAL IDEA The real idea is to provide money for the 

entire program. Warm Springs, where the 
real work of treatment research goes on, cannot take, in its non- 
pay department, only those with paralyzed legs. There must be dis- 
covered treatment for paralyzed stomach muscles. 


When those are gone, a man, woman or child literally is “cut 
in two.” The stomach muscles tie one together. I saw an operation 
on one such case. Tendons were cut from the legs. A great “xX” 
was made across the stomach, from ribs to hip. When they became 
fixed the patient could sit up, could learn to walk with braces. 
This is but an example. 


Half the money raised in each state remains in the state. That 
means, eventually, it will be possible for each stricken child or 
adult, without funds, to receive treatment. 


Meanwhile, the other half of the fund goes to research; goes to 
provide clinics in each section of the nation. It was never intended, 
nor would it be wise, for all the money to be spent on people who 
already have infantile paralysis. 

The work must go on in research so that one day a group of 
research men will look up from test tubes and microscopes and say: 
‘Here is the serum which will prevent infantile paralysis.” 

When that day comes every person who has worked in the 
campaign may say: 

“I have had a part in wiping out infantile paralysis.”

Generations of Washing

George Washington was one of the gentry, and between him and 
the illiterate commoners of his time was a social gulf as wide as 
the world. The law even provided different penalties for the two 
classes. 

As an officer, 15 years before the Revolution, Washington was 
infuriated by the impudence of privates in the militia. They were 
sturdy fellows, and in time made good soldiers, but the spirit of 
freedom and equality was strong in them and they had little regard 
for discipline. 

In a letter to Governor Dinwiddie, Washington said of them: 
“They are obstinate, perverse, self willed. Every mean individual 
has his own crude notion of things and must undertake to direct. If 
his advice is neglected, he thinks himself slighted and abused.” 

In other words, they didn’t show proper respect for their betters. 
But officers had a way of discouraging impudence, and no man 
offended twice. 

The same year Washington made his complaint, a young man in 
the South Carolina militia, hearing that his captain was to be ar- 
rested for some unsubordination, growled to his comrades: “If they 
arrest my captain, there will be bloody noses.” 

For that indiscreet prophecy, he was given 200 lashes. He was 
stripped to the waist, his hands bound to a pole above his head, and 
his back cut to ribbons by a 20-foot bull-whip. The first 10 blows 
made a neat pattern of parallel welts. After that the skin broke 
and the wet leather cut deeper. 

It was a common punishment. Washington had men whipped 
during the Revolution—common men, of course, not gentry. Com- 
mon men were unwashed, unshorn and illiterate. 

Yet privates from the ranks of these same militia organizations 
performed great service in later years, and won such fame and 
glory that towns and counties are named for them. School his- 
tories call them great. 

Earnest citizens worry because birth control has enabled the 
prosperous to quit having children while the poor continue to mul- 
tiply, but it may not prove disastrous.

Why, right 
here in the District of Columbia 
unskilled workers are getting a 
high of 50 cents an hour and a 
low of 35 cents, and at the same 
time many of them also have some 
sort of private employment. This 
is manifestly unfair.” 

Tomorrow, after reading of the 
deficiency bill, Judge Tarver said 
he would offer an amendment 
which, in effect, would not make 
the appropriation § available 
WPA until rates of pay are so 
fixed as to eliminate differentials 
between the different sections. He 
arose in his seat to speak in an- 
swer to an obvious political tirade 
against the whole bill, delivered 
by Representative Dewey Short, 
Republican, Missouri. 

“No Politics.” 

“There is no politics in what I 
am saying,” the veteran Georgian 
asserted. “‘My address is not even 
sectional, it has nothing to 
with sectionalism. All I am trying 
to do is to be fair to all our em- 
ployed, no matter from what state 
or what section they may come.”

UEDILLO IS KILLED 
IN MOUNTAIN LAIR 


Leader of Mexican Revolt 
Shot by Cardenas’ 
Soldiers. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 12.—(4)— 
Ex-General Saturnino Cedillo, 
leader of an abortive uprising 
against President Lazaro Cardenas 
last spring, was killed yesterday 
in a brush with federal troops, 
the War Department disclosed to- 
day. 

Long-time dictator of San Luis 


Potosi state, Cedillo met death in 


the rugged mountains of that cen- 
tral Mexican region where he had 
found refuge from pursuing troops 
for seven months. 

The War Department said his 
body, “fully identified,” was found 
after troops dispersed a band of 
Rebels headed by Cedillo near the 
village of La Viznaga in the La 
Ventana mountains. 

In Cabinet. 

A Mexican Indian of about 46, 
Cedillo was secretary of agricul- 
ture in Cardenas’ cabinet until 
1937 when he broke with the 
President in the belief that divi- 
sion of farmlands among the peons 
was being carried out too rapidly. 

Cedillo retired to his Las Palo- 
mas ranch where he had at his 
disposal a peasant army of 18,000 
men ready for call. 

When the government consid- 
ered it certain the provincial dic- 
tator was leading an agrarian re- 
volt, a punitive expedition was 
sent against him under the direc- 
tion of the President who went to 
San Luis Potosi.

A Sagging Bust Contour

A youthful figure depends upon? 


well-toned muscles and this is es- 
pecially true of the muscles which 
Support the bust. Unless these 
muscles are in tone, the line of 
the bust is lower than it should 
be. Normally, the bust should be 
five-ninths, or a little more than 
half, the distance from the shoul- 
der line to the waist, and this posi- 
tion is necessary for a youthful 
contour. 

You can check the ratio of the 
two measurements by placing one 
end of a tape measure at the mid- 
dle of the shoulder line and let- 
ting it fal! directly across the cen- 
ter of the breast and down to the 
waist, and then comparing the dis- 
tance from the shoulder line to the 
bust with the distance to the waist- 
line. If the bust is more than 
five-ninths the entire distance, it 
is too low.

“And nine months later I would 
have been in the ring taking a 
third straight beating (Dempsey 
describes the Tunney fights as the 
only real “shellackings” he ever | 
took), a million dollar beating win 
or lose: for, being the most studi- 
ous and determined of all fight- 
ers, Tunney had perfected a de- 
fense and counter-attack for the 
only fighting style I knew.” 

Dempsey indicates he still

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—(P)— 
_ Armament shares, spotlighted by 
' President Roosevelt's defense 
message, set a dizzy course for the 
stock market today and emerged 
from erratic travels at somewhat 
lower levels. 

The market swung up in the 
forenoon before the publication of 
the President’s arms _ proposals, 
then sold off sharply with the 
“war babies” and recovered par- 
tially again before the finish. The 
net result was only a small loss 
for most stocks and a few man- 
aged to come out with gains. 


The recommended $300,000,000 
increase in outlay for aviation 
equipment suggested to Wall 
Street a lot of more orders for 
the busy aircraft manufacturing 
industry. But the defense figures 
were well below some forecasts 
of prospective arms’ spending 
trumpted about in speculative cir- 
cles during recent booms in the 
“war” stocks, particularly steels 
and aviations. : 

Most market observers got the 7 y va | 
impression, however, the decline 
chiefly represented an extension 
of the new year downswing, inter- 
rupted briefly in the forenoon as 
the “Street” waited for a look at

FLYER HURT HERE 


DIES OF INJURIES 


Crashed Near Fayette Coun- 
ty Line After Fuel Was 
Exhausted. 


A young flyer injured Wednes- 
day night with a companion in 
the crackup of a small plane re- 
turning from Miami air races died 
yesterday. He was Harold Knowl- 
ton, 24, of Westfield, N. Y., book- 
keeper in a packing plant.

Joseph’s infirmary. McGuinn, 
who was piloting at the time of 
the crash, suffered a deep cut over 
the right eye. His condition last 
night was reported improved. 

Knowlton was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Carey Knowlton.

Knowlton had taken flying les- 
sons from McGuinn.
